The  Board  of  Health  hereby  submits  its  report  for  fiscal  year  Julv  1Q77 
through  June  1978.  ■  y      r r 

This  department  has,  as  in  past  years,  worked  with  and  for  the  residents 
of  Newburyport  in  order  to  assist,  advise,  and  correct  the  numerous  prob- 
lems relating  to  public  health.    A  major  development  for  the  benefit  of  a 
large  portion  of  our  city  is  the  near  completion  of  the  west  end  sewer 
project  which  will  be  a  great  asset  to  residents  involved. 

New  sub-divisions  are  being  proposed  and  presented  for  approval.    This  is 
of  great  concern  to  this  department  due  to  the  use  of  individual  sewage 
systems  which  will  be  required  in  areas  where  municipal  sewage  systems 
are  not  accessible.     This  department  does  not  wish  to  add  further  sewage 
problems  to  areas  which  are  slowly  being  upgraded. 

Programs  dealing  with  housing,  food,  solid  waste,  water  and  air  pollution 
are  improving  and  becoming  more  demanding  every  day.    School  and  public 
health  clinics  are  very  active,  especially  the  yearly  flu  clinics.  This 
department  has  a  very  busy  and  efficient  tuberculosis  clinic  each  month 
at  the  Anna  Jaques  Hospital  which  is  always  increasing  in  scope. 
Biologies  and  iramiinization  vaccines  are  being  dispensed  daily  as  well  as 
permits  for  plumbing,  gas,  and  wiring. 

This  office  is  working  very  hard  to  keep  abreast  of  all  new  and  develop- 
ing programs o    We  attempt  to  keep  the  public  aware  of  them,  as  well  as 
providing  the  benefits  acquired  from  these  developments.

*Note:This  total  includes  over  4,000  books  that  were  "missing"  from  the 
library  and  over  2,000  books  that  had  no  records  (pre  195^),  a^id 
were  considered  outdated  material  or  badly  damaged. 
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This  has  been  a  year  of  change  and  maturation  for  the  Newburyport 
Public  Library.    With  major  building  renovations  completed,  it  was  time 
to  focus  internally;     to  analyze  library  holdings  and  to  take  major  steps 
in  developing  a  quality  library. 

Instrumental  in  this  development  were  three  major  federally  funded 
projects.     The  LSCA  Title  I  Enrichment  Grant,  the  CETA  Title  VI  Inventory 
Project  and  the  CETA  Title  II  Project  for  the  Crafts  Resource  Center. 

The  LSCA  Title  I  Project  had  its  beginnings  in  1976,  but  culminated 
in  FY  77«    Many  titles  were  added  to  the  reference  and  career  guidance 
collections  through  this  grant. 

The  CETA  Title  VI  Inventory  Project,  under  the  direction  of  Dorothy 
LaPrance,  was  the  first  major  inventory  in  the  history  of  the  library.  As 
a  direct  result,  we  now  have  an  accurate  count  of  all  holdings  in  the 
Young  Adult  section,  the  Dewey  classifications  000-92,  and  Fiction 
collection  A-I. 

Much  of  the  archaic  shelving  has  been  repaired  and  new  shelving 
created  where  the  old  could  not  be  reworked.     There  has  been  a  major 
relocation  of  materials  and  the  stack  area  has  been  made  cleaner  and 
brighter.     The  following  totals  will  show  for  themselves  the  amount  of 
work  accomplished  during  this  one  year  project.

The  above  totals  do  not  include  the  thousands  of  cards,  pockets,  and 
bookplates  put  in  books.    Also  not  included  are  the  many  lists  of  books 
prepared  for  each  category;     including  one  that  points  out  areas  in  which 
we  need  more  up  to  date  information  and  books  that  should  be  reordered. 

Another  phase  of  development  for  the  public  library  was  the  very 
successful  use  of  the  Crafts  Resource  Cejiter.     Herbert  Tardy,  upon  the 
resignation  of  Judith  Halpern,  assumed  full  responsibility  for  the  Center. 
Sixty-five  local  craftspeople  were  able  to  display  their  work  at  the 
Center.    All  displays  showed  the  fine  quality  handicraft  and  creative 
talent  of  local  artists.    A  directory  of  these  local  craftspeople  was 
researched  and  printed  with  eight  hundred  copies  distributed.  Meetings, 
slides,  and  films  related  to  Arts  &  Crafts  were  held  at  the  Resource  Center 
All  programs  were  open  to  the  general  public  and  were  free  of  charge. 

Two  new  Board  members  were  appointed  to  fill  the  positions  left  vacant 
by  the  death  of  James  G.  Zafris  and  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  William  O'Brien 
Mrs.  Marion  Bryant  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Valeriani  were  appointed  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  in  April  of  1978. 

A  most  significant  change  occured,  also  in  April  of  1978,  with  the 
resignation  of  John  P.  Moak,  Newburyport ' s  Head  Librarian  since  1972. 
Dorothy  R.  LaPrance  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  be  Acting 
Head  Librarian  during  the  search  for  a  new  Head  Librarian. 

Ongoing  programs  continued  in  the  Children's  Room  under  the  expertise 
of  Maureen  Horgan,  Children's  Librarian.     There  were  preschool  story  hours 
at  the  Main  &  Branch  libraries,  and  a  weekly  film  program  for  all  ages.  In 
the  spring,  Ms.  Horgan  presented  a  public  relations  workshop  for  the  South 
Shore  Children's  Librarians.     Summer  programs  included  Creative  Dramatics, 
a  reading  club  and  a  creative  writing  program.     During  the  year,  programs 
were  also  offered  to  special  groups  such  as  Head  Start,  Special  Needs 
Group,  and  Living  and  Learning  Centero

Chapter  23  -  Streets  and  Sidewalks  of  the  Code  of  Ordinances,  Newburyport 
Massachusetts  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  section: 

SECTION  23-40  FLOOD  PLAIN  DISTRICT  REGULATIONS 

A.  Flood  Plain  District 

The  Flood  Plain  District  is  herein  established  as  a  special  district 
and  includes  all  special  flood  hazard  areas  so  designated  in  the 
City  of  Newburyport.    Flood  Insurance  Rate  Maps  (FIRM),  dated 
February  15,  1978,  on  file  with  the  City  Clerk,  Planning  Board  and 
Building  Official.    These  maps  as  well  as  the  accompanying  City  of 
Newburyport  Flood  Insurance  Study  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

B.  Development  Regulations 

The  following  requirements  apply  in  the  Flood  Plain  District: 

1.  Within  Zones  Al-30,  all  new  construction  and  substantial 
improvements  (the  cost  of  which  equals  or  exceeds  50  percent  of 
the  market  value  of  the  structure)  of  residential  and  non- 
residential structures  shall  have  the  lowest  floor,  including 
basement,  elevated  to  or  above  the  base  flood  elevation  (the 
100-year  flood  elevation  designated  on  the  FIRM)  or  in  the  case 
of  non-residential  structures  be  floodproofed  watertight  to  the 
base  flood  level. 

2.  Within  Zone  A,  where  the  base  flood  elevation  is  not  provided 
on  the  FlKM,  the  Building  Official  shall  obtain  and  review  any 
already  existing  base  flood  elevation  data.    If  the  data  is 
reasonable,  it  shall  be  used  to  require  compliance  with  B.l  above. 

3.  Where  watertight  f loodproof ing  of  a  structure  is  permitted  a 
registered  professional  engineer  or  architect  shall  certify  that 
the  methods  used  are  adequate  to  withstand  the  flood  depths, 
pressures  and  velocities,  impact  and  uplift  forces  and  other 
factors  associated  with  the  lOO-year  flood. 

4.  Located  within  the  Flood  Plain  District  are  areas  designated 
as  coastal  high  hazard  areas  (Zone  V).    Since  these  areas  are 
extremely  hazardous  due  to  high  velocity  waters  from  tidal  surges 
and  hurricane  wave  wash,  the  followingprovisions  shall  apply: 

a.  all  new  construction  shall  be  located  landward  of  the  reach 
of  the  mean  high  tide. 

b.  the  use  of  fill  for  structural  support  of  buildings  is 
prohibited. 

c.  man-made  alteration  of  sand  dunes,  which  would  increase 
potential  flood  damage,  is  prohibited. 

d.  all  new  construction  and  substantial  improvements  shall  be

elevated  on  adequately  anchored  pilings  or  columns,  and  securely 
anchored  to  such  piles  or  columns  so  that  the  lowest  supporting 
member  of  the  lowest  floor  (excluding  the  piles  or  columns)  is 
elevated  to  or  above  the  base  flood  elevation. 

e.  a  registered  professional  engineer  or  architect  shall  certify  that 
the  structure  is  securely  anchored  in  compliance  with  B.4  (d)  so 
as  to  withstand  velocity  waters  and  hurricane  wave  wash. 

f,  all  new  construction  and  substantial  improvements  shall  have  the 
space  below  the  lowest  floor  free  of  obstruction  or  be  constructed 
with  "breakaway  walls"  intended  to  collapse  under  stress;  such 
temporarily  enclosed  space  shall  not  be  used  for  human  habitation.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Conservation  Coitimission  is  delegated  with  the  primary  responsibility 

of  enforcing  and  interpreting  the  applicability  of  the  Massachusetts  Wetland 

Act. 

In  the  perfoHTiance  of  this  responsibility,  the  conroission  held  ten  public 
hearings  in  response  to  Notices  of  Intent;  of  these  then,  conditions  were 
set  down  for  eight,  and  filling  denied  for  two.    In  addition,  the  Cormission 
received  and  acted  upon  twenty- three  Detemdnations  of  Applicability.  Besides 
these  thirty- three  new  legal  items,  the  commission  filed  two  cases  in  Salan 
District  Court  for  illegal  filling.    Also,  it  was  necessary  to  continuously 
oversee  seventeen  ongoing  projects  fron  previous  workers. 

Other  than  some  basic  undergrowth  trimming,  little  work  was  done  in  the 
City  Forest,  due  to  a  lack  of  funds.    Also,  a  lack  of  funds  was  the  dominant 
factor  in  not  producing  a  Conservation  ?4aster  Plan,  nor  the  consideration 
of  lands  for  acquisition. 

It  is  recomnended  by  this  Board  that  the  following  be  strongly  considered 
by  the  Council  for  the  1979-80  fiscal  year: 

1)  .    the  inclusion  of  funds  to  made  the  secretary's  position 

a  parttime  paid  position; 

2)  .    vacancies  on  this  Board  be  filled  immediately;  (presently 

two  exist)  ; 

3)  .     funds  be  set  aside  for  conservation  planning  and  land 

acquisition.
